Why the boom? 

First, most people are convinced that long-range infla- 
tion is inevitable, and common stocks are regarded as a 
protection against it. Stock prices generally rise and fall 
with the cost of living—though not always at the same time 
or to the same degree 

Second, stocks offer one of the few legal tax-avoiders 
easily available to average-income families. Stock dividends 
and capital gains are taxed at a lower rate than salaries or 
business profits 

Third, a number of industries have scored remarkable 
profit successes lately, and more and more families are 
anxious to share in this growth. 

Fourth, many states have recently passed laws making it 
easy to start custodian investment accounts for children. 
Chese accounts, besides offering an efficient way to accumu- 
late funds for education or other anticipated needs, are 
wholly or partly tax free 

For some people excited by the prospects, investing is a 
good idea. For others, it isn’t. Recalling one family that 
lost $10,000 of a $25,000 investment between 1956 and 
1958, financial writer William Doyle has pointed out that 
a number of Americans are buying stocks the way a child 
buys candy. ““Gimmee some of this and some of that,” they 
seem to be saying, spending all their money in one trip, and

Decide what you’re 


shooting for 


Experts agree that no family should buy stock unless it has 
a reasonable backlog of such fixed-value reserves as savings 
accounts, series “E”’ bonds, adequate insurance, and sub- 
stantial equity in a home. And then, they say, the first pur- 
chase shouldn’t be made until the family has established a 
firm investment goal. Purposeless buying invites disaster. 

Perhaps the first step in determining a realistic goal is 
to recognize how investment differs from speculation: 

Speculation is the attempt to make quick profits from vol- 
atile stocks that fluctuate with no relation to the trend of the 
national economy. Because it involves a tremendous risk, 
speculation is not recommended for most families. 

Investment, on the other hand, is the careful selection of 
stocks on the basis of the income they yield, their potential 
growth over the years, and the relative safety they provide 
for your money. 

These three factors—dividends, growth potential, and 
safety—are present to some degree in all good investment 
stocks, but in different combinations. Which combination 
best suits your family’s needs—and consequently which 
stocks you should buy—depends entirely on your special ob- 
jectives. Whatever you do, don’t fashion your goals on the 
Joneses’. One family’s wise buy can be another’s sad mistake. 


Goals that some people aim for 


Young families, generally speaking, look for growth po- 
tential. Their goal is to build for the future, and companies 
with similar long-range objectives are often attractive in- 
vestments. These “growth” companies plow their earnings, 
or a large part of them anyhow, back into research and ex- 
pansion efforts rather than paying very much in dividends. 
Immediate yield is often low from such stocks, but there’s 
a compensation in taxes: capital gains (the profit you earn 
when stock prices rise) are taxed at a lower rate than ordi- 
nary dividends. 

Older people are often more interested in stocks that pay 
high current dividends than in investing for the future. In- 
stead of buying common stock issues, therefore, they fre- 
quently choose bonds or preferred stocks. 

Well-to-do investors, less concerned with earning more 
money than with protecting what they already have, may 
make safety their chief goal. Neither potential growth nor 
current yield is as vital to them as stability. 

Heavily-taxed families, including some working couples 
with few dependents, often aim at low-tax profits. They 
might invest in any of the 300 corporations, including many 
utilities, whose dividends are partly nontaxable, or they 
might choose companies that tend to emphasize stock divi- 
dends, stock rights, or capital-gains dividends rather than 
cash dividends. 





In determining your own investment goals, remember 
that all stocks, however judiciously selected, involve a basic 
risk. In 1957, for instance, stocks lost an average of 16 per 
cent of their value. That is why it’s so important to have a 
sound financial reserve before taking the plunge.

Here’s how 3 experts pick their stocks 


**I look for potential 
growth” 7 


DAVID NORR is a 35-year-old 
investment analyst with Burnham 
& Company, a New York securities 
firm. He recently won first prize 
in a contest sponsored by the As- 
sociation of Customers’ Brokers by 
picking five stocks that rose 92 per cent in less than 10 
months—while the market as a whole was climbing 26 per 
cent. Hearing how he went about it might help you select 
sound issues: 

“I consider prospects and potential growth the most im- 
portant factors in selecting stocks. I always ask myself, Will 
this company be significantly bigger in five years or more? 
I consider its past growth, its likelihood of further growth, 
the return it earns on its invested capital, its predicted fu- 
ture earnings, and the ratio of price to earnings. 

“All five stocks I picked were dividend-paying issues on 
the New York Stock Exchange. I ruled out very speculative 
ventures like mining explorations or uranium companies and 
then sought the biggest potential risers consistent with mini- 
mum risk. And I ignored hot tips based merely on rumor. 

“One stock I picked was an electric utility, Empire Dis- 
trict Electric, with a six per cent yield. Another was the 
second largest.oil company in the world, Royal Dutch. In 
choosing these two, I was seeking quality, stature, and 





respectability.. Investors should weigh the possibilities of 
loss as well as the possibilities of gain. The worst mistake 
anyone with small savings can make is to go overboard on 
investments that may go up tenfold. 

“But my stocks weren’t all ‘blue chips’ either. They were 
carefully thought-out selections. They either were priced 
low on the basis of present earnings or had an excellent out- 
look for increased earnings. There are many ways of in- 
vesting, and an investor should apply all the yardsticks. 

‘In the case of the drug chain I selected, Rexall, all the 
arrows converged. At $8 a share, the stock was selling for 
only six or seven times its earnings. The company’s working 
capital alone, not counting its plant and equipment, was 
equal to $7 a share; its total asset value, about $15. Earn- 
ings had been improving for several years, and the company 
had solved past financial problems by closing down small, 
inefficient stores and cutting costs. By the end of the con- 
test, the price had gone up to $32 a share. 

“Actually, my portfolio was not truly diversified. ‘Two 
stocks, Consolidated Cigar and 
companies. Diversification—investing in different types of 
is the safest way to buy. But the less diversification,

the more chance of capital gain, and that was my goal 
in this contest. 

**A professional investment analyst doesn’t worry so much 
about whether the market is high or low at a particular 
time; he’s more concerned with whether a particular issue 
is attractively priced and appealing on its own merits. Of 
course, after a long or steep rise, it’s harder to find attractive 
issues. An investment club I handle was started in May of 
1957. I couldn’t find good values to buy so I waited with the 
cash for four months. As share prices dropped, values began 
to look attractive and I began to buy. 

**An individual family that has the interest, astuteness, 
and time for research sometimes can do better selecting its 
own stocks.

may be best. Investment clubs have an advantage if the 
members really study investing and don’t just turn the 
money over to a professional investor or to the investment 
committee. Also, a family with only $600 or $700 a year to 
invest can’t buy more than two different issues a year on its 
own; working with an investment club makes diversification 
possible. 

“However, a family could save up $1,000 in cash and 
then invest in at least two stocks. One might well be the local 
utility; the other, a growth stock. A growth stock may pay 
out only 25 per cent of its earnings in dividends and plow 
the rest back into expansion. Such a stock provides less 
dividend return but more opportunity for capital gain. 

‘*Small investors tend to make the mistake of ‘churning’ 
themselves by going in and out of the market. They look on 
stocks as only semi-permanent investments. Of course, all 
investments need periodic review to see if they still look 
promising, but most of the money is made by long-term in- 
vestment. Short-term investing doesn’t lend itself to pro- 
fessional analysis. A young family, especially, should seek 
gradual capital growth.” 


Editors’ comments— 


> Expert Norr’s emphasis on growth stocks suggests a 
further investigation of what a growth company is and how 
it can play a powerful part in your family’s financial future. 

A leading investment firm describes a growth stock as 
one that increases in value over a period of years. Such a 
company has a record of expansion and of new or improved 
products at lower prices, and, as noted previously, often 
reinvests its earnings in research. Its stock tends to in- 
crease in value faster than average. Some investors look for 
a growth rate of 10 per cent or more a year. 

But not every growth company is automatically a good 
investment. Sometimes the demand for the stock jacks 
prices above the prospective level of earnings and divi- 
dends. Successful investors work hard to find stocks that 
have good growth potential but whose current prices are 
still reasonable in comparison to their earnings. 

A survey by the National Association of Investment 
Clubs found that ‘‘young”’ and “‘maturing’”’ growth stocks 
increased in value faster than “‘blue chip” growth stocks. 
But young companies, of course, are more speculative, too. 
A good rule to remember is that the chances for gain are 
always proportionate to the amount of risk. 
> The ‘‘price-earnings’’ ratio mentioned by Mr. Norr is 
simply the market price of a stock divided by its yearly 
earnings per share. A stock selling for $24 a share and 
earning profits after taxes of $2 a share is said to be selling 
at 12 times earnings. At one time, investors were wary of 
stocks selling at more than 10 times current earnings. But 
nowadays, investors convinced of a company’s prospects 
for growth may buy stock selling at 15, 20, or even 30 
times earnings. 

Price-earnings data is available from investment firms 
and from corporate financial statements. 
> ‘‘Yield”’ is the annual dividend divided by the price of 
the stock. It is expressed as a percentage and can be com- 
puted from figures available on the financial pages of most 
newspapers. A stock selling for $24 a share and paying a 
dividend of $1 a year yields about 4.2 per cent. 

In deciding whether to buy a stock, current yield is not 
as dependable a guide as the price-earnings ratio since 
some companies pay out their earnings in dividends while 
others reinvest in expansion.

Now 

with the investment firm of Wellington 

& Company, Mr. Leonard started as a 

clerk on Wall Street at 18, and has worked in the stock mar- 
ket 30 years. Here’s how he made his selections: 

“I selected on the basis of industry prospects, company 
growth potential, and management. For example, I picked 
a jet-fuel manufacturer, Thiokol, because I thought it was 
in an expanding industry, and a car manufacturer, Ameri- 
can Motors, because it had aggressive management. I chose 
a uranium company, Algom, because it was controlled by a 
successful financial family. Ironically, this stock went up 
very little. I chose a Canadian pipe-line company, Trans- 
Canada, for the same reason I took Thiokol: industry pros- 
pects. My fifth selection was a farm-machinery company, 
J. I. Case. 

‘**Assuming that a young family has a suitable backlog of 
cash, insurance, and equity in its home, I like the Monthly 
Investment Plan offered by New York Stock Exchange 
members as a means of investing. The Plan is only semi- 
speculative in nature. It provides reasonable assurance of 
getting back the initial investment plus an opportunity to 
participate in national economic growth. Also, a small in- 
vestor can develop a degree of diversification in the Monthly 
Investment Plan. Working alone, he might be restricted to 
just one stock.” 


Editors’ comments— 


>» Because the participants in this contest of experts were 
seeking quick profits, they took a few risks that most 
families would be wise to avoid. As Mr. Leonard suggests, 
the Monthly Investment Plan is one good way to mini- 
mize the danger of losing your money without sacrificing 
the chance to share in economic growth. 

Under this plan, you can invest as little as $40 a month 

or even $40 a quarter—in whatever stocks or bonds you 
want. When prices are low, you get more shares for your 
money; when they’re high, you get fewer. This method of 
buying is known as “dollar averaging.”’ It’s often: used by 
institutional investors such as college endowment funds. 
>» How does dollar averaging work? Let’s say you decide 
to invest $60 a month in a certain stock or mutual fund. 
The first month the price is $15; you get four shares. The 
second month, the price might have gone up to $20; you 
get three shares. Maybe by the third month, the price has 
dropped to $12; your $60 brings home five shares. 

The average price over those three months was $15.67. 
But an arithmetical quirk works in your favor. The average 
you paid is $15. 

Thus, dollar-averaging guarantees that you buy for a 
little less than the average price. It also saves you from 
the investor’s chronic worry over when to buy; you always 
invest the same amount each month. 
> When to invest? For those who don’t participate in the 
Monthly Investment Plan, this is a vital question. Buying 
reputable stocks at peak prices sometimes means that 
you'll wait a long time before recovering your money. A 
leading bank points out that it took 16 of 30 representative 
stocks more than 20 years to get back to their 1929 highs, 
and four of them still haven’t made it. | Turn to page 36

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Buy stocks wisely 


But this does not mean you should necessarily shun a 
stock just because it rose before you could buy it. The 
question is how much more it might rise in the future. In- 
creased earnings or continued good prospects often make 
a stock attractive even if you didn’t buy in at the bottom 
price. 
> What about buying stocks when they’re dropping in 
price? Some families, convinced of long-term recovery, 
think it’s a fine idea. The technique is called ‘‘averaging 
purchases downward,”’ and this is how it works: 

You buy a certain number of stocks at an attractive 
price. If the price rises, or remains the same, you sit back 
and collect dividends, putting them in a savings account to 
earn interest. Then if the price drops, you use the accumu- 
lated savings to buy more shares. Every stock bought after 
the initial investment will cost less than the first ones. 
Therefore, if the first investment was good, later ones stand 
to be even better. 


“Hunt for 


individual clues”’ 


HAROLD C. SHEA, of the securities 
firm of Fahnestock & Company, is a ma- 
ture man who has devoted his entire life 
to the investment business. His portfolio, 
which gained 90.3 per cent to win third 
place in the Association of Customers’ 
Brokers contest, was selected like this: 

“When the contest began, the market was low and it was 
not so difficult to pick good values as it has been recently. 

“I looked for specific clues indicating which companies 
would do well the coming year. I was attracted by the finan- 
cial statement of an iron-pipe manufacturer, A. M. Byers 
Company, because it showed high earnings on small capital. 
This indicated that its earnings per share would have an 
unusually sharp upswing. 

“I selected a car manufacturer, American Motors, when 
it was selling at $8. Since then it has been as high as $48. 
It was a speculation, but there were reasons for considering 
it a legitimate one. The product looked good, and I re- 
assured myself of future prospects by checking sales with 
several dealers. If you're interested in a stock, you have to 
make a real effort to gauge its prospects. 

“I selected a meat packer, Cudahy, on the basis of in- 
dustry prospects. This was a depressed industry that was 
trying to develop more eflhiciency—with signs of progress, 
I thought. 

“I chose a plywood company, Georgia-Pacific, because it 
had just bought large timberlands which would provide tax 
benefits. The industry in general was recovering from a pe- 
riod of depressed lumber prices, and | thought the develop- 
ment of modern forestry methods would help speed that re- 
covery. Also, I’ve always felt that a natural resource is a 
good hedge against inflation. 

‘Then I selected a paper company, Brown, that hed just 
sold a large woodland asset and was in position to use this 
money to improve operating efficiency. An electronics firm 
I picked, Electronics Corporation of America, went up, 
though not as spectacularly as some electronics stocks. But 
over the long haul, I think it will do well because it’s trying 
to develop new civilian products rather than relying chiefly 
on government contracts, aS some other electronic compa- 
nies do. Long-term investors should consider such factors. 

“In general, the quality of management is the most im-

Shrubs and trees: Protect young 
shrubs and trees from rabbit damage 
by placing barriers around them or

by applying a rabbit repellent. 

Borders: Use a sharp edger or spade to cut grass creeping 
into flower or shrub borders. A garden hose can be used as 
an edging guide for curved borders. Patch bare spots in the 
lawn with the sod removed by trimming. 








Lawns: Keep the leaves raked 
or swept off the lawn, and be 
sure to mow regularly as long

Shrubs and trees: Take advantage of good weather to 
plant new trees and shrubs where they’re needed. Spireas, 
viburnums, dogwoods, honeysuckles, locusts, elms, ash, and 
linden are some of the shrubs and trees that can be planted 
this fall. Compensate for the loss of some of the roots in 
transplanting by pruning back about a third of top growth, 
still retaining the original form of the plant. . . . Protect 
evergreens along the coast from salt spray and icy blasts by 
erecting canvas or burlap screens. . .. Wrap trunks of young 
trees with aluminum foil or commercial tree wrap to pre- 
vent sunscald damage. . Water all young evergreens 
deeply.

Annuals, perennials: 1n Lower and Middle South, set out 
pansy plants for flowers all winter. . .. In Upper and Middle 
South, plant phlox, poppies, sweet peas, and other hardy 
annuals. Many more kinds can be sown in Florida and 
along the Gulf Coast this month. 





Lawns: Spray with chlordane where 
lawn meets house foundation to keep 
insects from coming indoors for the win- 
ter... . Feed to thicken lawn for winter. 

Trees, shrubs: Give established trees and shrubs a fall 
feeding. Fall rains will carry it down to the roots. . . . If your 
soil is not suitable, grow camellias in tubs... . Along the 
shore line, select shrubs and trees having foliage that is gray 
in color or that is glossy. They’re more tolerant of salty 
ocean spray and strong winds. 

Annuals, bulbs: Give tuberous begonias less water now 
that they are close to their dormant period. . . .

A big change has taken place in 
home financing in recent weeks. 
Since Congress passed the 1959 
housing bill into law, a great, wide 
door has opened for home-seekers 
who couldn’t arrange the terms 
they needed. 

If you’ve been thinking about 
purchasing a house, note these new 
developments: 

1 The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration has lowered down payment 
requirements for FHA loans. 

2 The once-active GI loan has been 
given a new life, and is again avail- 
able in many areas. 

3 A special loan arrangement has 
been offered to encourage home 
buyers to trade in old houses. 

Here’s how each part of the new 
law works: 


FHA loan 

This home-loan program, which 
has financed 27 per cent of all 
dwellings in the past 25 years, is 
here to stay. Now, a qualified buy- 
er may apply for a loan up to 
$22,500 (formerly only $20,000) 
on a single-family residence. As 
before, the FHA insures only part 
of the selling price of the house 
the buyer’s down payment makes 
up the difference. 

In practice, it works like this: 


OLD LAW 
House value Maximum loan Down payment 
$24,000 $20,000 $4,000 
20,000 18,000 2,000 
15,000 14,350 650 
12,000 11,600 400 





NEW LAW 
House value Maximum loan Down payment 
$24,000 $21,300 $2,700

With these loan amounts and 
down payments on a 25- or 30- 
year loan, your monthly payments 
would look like this, not counting 
taxes or fire insurance:

These agencies can tell you whether 
you qualify and how to apply. 


GI lean 
This stepchild of the home-fi- 


nancing world now looks much 
better. The interest rate has been 
increased from 434 per cent to 514 
per cent. The rise makes GI loans 
much more attractive to mortgage 
lenders, but holds the cost of this 
type of loan relatively low. 

GI loans are made to qualified 
veterans, sometimes with no down 
payment. Since the interest rate is 
lower than FHA, monthly pay- 
ments are also reduced.

To obtain a GI loan, inquire at 
local lending agencies or contact 
the nearest Veterans’ Administra- 
tion office. The VA will refer you 
to an approved lender, or will con- 
sider granting a direct govern- 
ment loan from VA funds. 


Trade-in housing 


One of the most important—and 
least talked about—features of the 
new law concerns house swapping. 
It provides for the homeowner 
who wants to buy a new house and 
at the same time pay off the mort- 
gage on the old one. 

Briefly, this is how it works. A 
builder would like to sell you a new 
house (or build you one). You are 
willing, but have your present 
home to sell first. The new law 
permits the builder to go to FHA 
and negotiate a loan, up to FHA 
maximums, to buy your house. The 
builder then rents or sells it, risking 
litde of his own money. Mean- 
while, you obtain a loan on the 
new house you’re buying. 

You have swapped houses, in 
effect, with the builder, and an 
agency of the government has 


helped both of you do it.

Cold storage is needed 


Spring-flowering bulbs need a cold period to hold 
back top growth while they produce roots. When 
bulbs are well rooted, it’s time to bring the plants 
indoors. Most bulbs root best at a 40 to 48 degree 
temperature. In the South, your refrigerator can 
provide the cold needed; place pots in plastic 
bags to retain moisture. 


Time required for cold storage 


Weeks of cold needed to prepare bulbs for flower- 
ing (minimum): crocus, 4; grape-hyacinth, scilla, 
snowdrop, and glory-of-the-snow, 6; hyacinth, 
10; daffodils, 11; and tulips, 12. 


Special tips on handling bulbs 


Select large, plump bulbs to force. 

Plant bulbs in inexpensive pots—— temperature 
changes might damage expensive ones. 

Before setting rooted bulbs in windows, give 
them a week in a dark, cool place to lengthen 
their flower stems. 

Water plants daily once they are indoors to 
encourage the best foliage and blooms. 

When foliage dies, store bulbs— pots and all 

in a cool place till fall planting time. 
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Dutch hyacinths will bloom about 3 weeks after storage, Roman hyacinths even 
sooner — they'll bloom in about 10 days. Bulbs can also be forced in water and 
pebbles. To stretch flower stems above foliage, wrap a 15-inch cylinder or cone of 
dark paper around containers. Remove when flower stem is tall enough. 


Here’s how you force them 


Planting 


Mix equal parts of sand and 
soil for planting the bulbs. 
Set them high in their pots to 
allow plenty of space for root 
growth. Firm the soil gently, 
and water before storing. 


Place the potted bulbs in a 
cold frame or trench outdoors. 
Set pots on a layer of gravel 
or cinders. Then cover pots 
with boards and a thick 
mulch. Keep dry with a sheet 
- of plastic. 


Forcing signal 

At the end of the cold period 
specified for the bulb, tops 
should be 2 inches tall and 
roots should show through the 
drainage hole. See opposite 
page for storage time needed. 





Expect daffodil blooms about 5 weeks after storage. For best re- 
sults, grow in your coolest room until they're ready for display.

Early American 


. 
‘Tie Early American style began 
with the Pilgrims. They adapted 
and simplified English and Dutch 
furnishings to suit American woods 
and their own Spartan way of life. 
Adaptations popular today retain 
the homey comfort of this style but 
give you the bonus of modern 
easy care. 


1. Lamps burned oil in settlers’ 
homes. Today’s adaptations take 
their shapes from oil lamps or jars 
and vases of the period. The rough 
fabric on the shade is like one that 
Priscilla Alden might have woven. 


2. Cross-stitching was important 
to the Pilgrim housewife. Use this 
sturdy fabric for upholstery. 


3. Curtain fabrics were sometimes 
woven of crudely spun linen 
threads. This modern linen fabric 
creates a handmade appearance 
with thick and thin threads. 


4. Short curtains were common. 
Notice the stylized flower pattern 
that hints of the time the Pilgrims 
spentin Holland. Now, readymades 
are often drip-dry, some are lined 


5. Woodcut prints and geometric 
designs were frequently dyed in 
rich browns and strong reds. 


6. Patchwork print looks like the 
quilts early settlers produced. This 
fabric is chintz. 


7. Wall coverings borrow designs 
from old trunk linings or pillow 
tickings. Since these were origi- 
nally hand-loomed, patterns are 
apt to be geometrics or stylized 
flowers. Some wallpapers now are 
washable, have matching fabrics. 


8. Letter holder was once a wood- 
en cranberry picker. The hand 
carved tools of this era are fre- 
quently used today as accessories. 


9. Pressed glass found its way into 
every home. Early pieces were dec- 
orated with fruits and flowers. 
Colored glass—amethyst, cran- 
berry, or amber—was prized. New 
glassware copies the old, even pre- 
serves the seams of the mold. 


10. Rag rugs were a necessity in 
pioneer homes. Old fabrics were 
torn and braided, hooked or woven 
to cover chilly Our ma-

11. Chests were made from avail- 
able woods—often maple. This 
copy has the shutter design which 
is typically Early American. 


12. Wall shelves once held spices. 
Pewter pitchers

To celebrate his rule, the 
French borrowed designs whole- 
sale from earlier empires—Greece 
and Rome.

1. Marble halls typify the cool, 
stately Classical mood. For your 
hall, choose this roto-printed vinyl 
floor covering. You can install a 
6x9-foot piece for under $10. 


2. Chairs popular during the Em- 
pire of Napoleon were reminis- 
cent of those used by Roman em- 
perors. The black paint emphasizes 
its Classic curves. 


3. Urns and columns were basic 
in Classical design. Here the col- 
umn makes a pedestal for an urn. 
These are imitation stone, easy to 
handle and kind to your budget. 


4. Windows were often draped 
with bold stripes. Here, a modern 
valance, cut to accentuate stripes, 
is plywood padded with polyfoam. 
The fleur-de-lis window shade of 
polished cotton was made by sew- 
ing several lengths together and 
tacking them to the roller. 


5. Wallpapers ranged from simple 
to rococo, but colors were most 
often subtle. Here, gold on white 
repeats the Classical colors. 


6. Pictures with Classical themes 
—ruins or Napoleonic battle scenes 
—are appropriate. 


7. Consoles, like other furniture, 
had pedestal bases, columns dec- 
orated with gilt paint for legs. 


8. Chalice with fruit was copied 
from an Etruscan cup. It’s an ex-

9. Rugs repeated the Classic colors 
—green, white, gold, and black. 
The rug at right has a looped tex- 
ture that forms a pattern, one 
which was inspired by design frag- 
ments found at Pompeii.

The green in _ this 
stripe was named Empire green in 
his honor. 


11. Wallpapers often had a tone- 
on-tone, damask look. The design 
usually incorporated Classical mo- 
tifs—Venus-like figures, urns, lau- 
rel wreaths, and acanthus leaves. 


12. Upholstery fabrics featured 
medallion patterns and a silky look. 
White and gold material on the 
floor is a rayon damask, reversible 
as a table napkin. You can co- 
ordinate white pillows with a gold 
couch, 


13. Drapery patterns were like 
those used for wallpapers. This 
gold on white panel is ready-made 
of fiberglass. The large pattern at 
right is glazed chintz; the bronze 
and green is all cotton. 


14. China tableware and acces- 
sories carried Napoleonic insignia 
—the “‘N” or the honeybee. 


15. Checkerboard floor pattern 
characterizes the timeless Classic 
style. You can buy tile in all price 
ranges to create the same effect. 


16. Column shaft and laurel wreath 
decoration on this lamp were com- 
mon to the Empire era. This mod- 
ern lamp suits a Classic interior.

1 his style originated in the French 
court and gravitated to the prov- 
inces where it was greatly simpli- 
fied. It has become popular again 
because of its graceful lines, pleas- 
ing colors, and mellow woods. 


1. Accessories frequently took their 
forms directly from nature. The 
pastoral flavor dates back to the 
time Queen Marie Antoinette took 
a fancy to country living. 


2. Rich fabrics, like velvet, tapes- 
try, or brocade, suited Provincial 
furniture. Today these fabrics are 
made from synthetic fibers. 


3. Toiles were first made in Juoy, 
France, in 1759. The printing was 
usually in just one color and de- 
picted pastoral scenes, classical 
motifs, Chinese patterns, or cur- 
rent events. Our draperies are 
fiberglass. 


4, Plaids and stripes were used; 
taffeta plaids can look quite dressy. 
The stripe is polished cotton. 


5. Upholstery fabrics often had 
fruit and flower designs. Fabric at 
top is a double-woven matelasse. 


6. Quilted fabrics are popular 
in Provincial colors—pink, light 
green, and white. 


7. Wallpapers were first made in 
France from tapestry weavers’ 
scraps. Flocked or floral patterns 
suit this style. This floral paper 
was taken from a Natchez, Missis- 
sippi home. 


8. Chests, like all furniture made 
during this period, displayed many

graceful curves. They were often 
painted in pastel colors and orna- 
mented with delicate flowers. 


9. Wall sconces were ornate. This 
one has been fashioned in metal to 
resemble an espalier lemon tree. 


10. Wallpaper and the matching 
chintz-covered frame form a frank- 
ly modern window treatment. The 
pattern is a typical toile. Scallops 
follow lines seen in furniture de- 
signs. You can create original 
touches, but don’t break the mood. 


11. Lace curtains were de rigueur 
in France. These are non-stretch 
cotton. Window shade sheds a 
pretty pastel glow. 


12. Chairs were delicately shaped 
with gentle curves. The wood color 
is called fruitwood with a “dis- 
tressed” finish. This term applies 
to mechanical antiquing, done at 
the factory, which simulates worm 
holes and long use. 


13. Tables were sometimes topped 
with marble. This one has a stain- 
proof plastic top. 


14. Rugs were generally in pastel 
colors with a floral pattern. This 
one is cotton but it looks like an 
Aubusson. Don’t be afraid to let 
the floor show, the French did. 


15. Wood floors were costly in 
France. Small pieces of wood were 
saved and matched to create par- 
quet patterns. Now you can buy 
pre-finished parquet squares.

, rooms in Great-Grand- 
ma’s house looked overdone—too 
many accessories, too many bold, 
floral patterns against red, black, 
or gold backgrounds. Today Vic- 
torian rooms show more restraint 
but capture the warmth and charm 
of the era. 


1. Glass collectors should feel right 
at home with Victorian styles. Cup 
and saucer are copies of old pressed 
glass. Milk glass continues to be 
popular in all the shapes from lacy 
hearts to hens-on-a-nest. 


2. China, like almost everything 
Victorian, had lots of posies on it. 
Roses were the favorite flower. 


3. Tapestry in a floral pattern 
against a black background was a 
proper Victorian upholstery. Tap- 
estries are woven in nylon now. 


4. Needlepoint was another favor- 
ite upholstery material. This one is 
an inexpensive cotton print which 
looks like real needlepoint. 


5. Velvet wasdear to Great-Grand- 
ma’s heart. Today, velvet sheds 
spots, comes in same vibrant colors. 


6. Floral chintz typifies this period 
when almost all decorative motifs 
included flowers somewhere. 


7. White drapery fabric contrasted 
well with ornate Victorian walls. 
This one is ready-made, and has an 
elegant white-on-white pattern. 


8. Wallpapers were often in lavish 
rococo patterns. Rococo means an

Reast Stuffed Turkey 
If you enjoy cooking your holiday bird 
in the time-honored fashion, this recipe’ s 
Sor you. For a short.cut, call on pack- 
aged herb-seasoned stuffing— 


Stuff and truss: Stuff turkey just 
before roasting. Allow 34 to 1 cup 
stuffing per pound ready-to-cook 
weight. Stuff wishbone cavity and 
skewer neck skin to back. Tuck 
wing tips behind shoulder jc ints. 
Rub large cavity with salt. Spoon 
in stuffing. Shake bird to settle 
stuffing; do not pack. Close open- 
ing by placing skewers across it 
and lacing shut with cord. Tie 
drumsticks securely to tail. (If 
opening has band of skin across, 
push the drumsticks underneath, 
and you won’t need to fasten open- 
ing or tie legs.) 

Grease skin thoroughly. If you 
use a meat thermometer, insert it 
in the center of the inside thigh 
muscle adjoining the cavity. 

To roast: Place bird breast up 
on the rack (but breast down if us- 
ing V-rack) in shallow roasting pan 
and leave in this position for entire 
roasting time. Cover with loose 
“cap” of aluminum foil, pressing it 
lightly at drumstick and breast 
ends, but avoid having it touch top or 
sides. Roast at constant low tempera- 
ture (see chart next column). 

When turkey is about two-thirds 
done according to turkey roasting 
chart, cut the cord or band of skin 
so heat can reach inside of thighs. 

Doneness tests: About 20 min- 
utes before roasting time is up, test 


doneness by pressing thick part of 
drumstick between fingers (pro- 
tect hand with paper towel). Meat 
should feel very soft. Also move 
drumstick up and down; it should 
move easily or twist out of joint. (If 
you use a meat thermometer, it 
should register 195°.) When turkey 
is done, remove from pan and keep 
warm while you make gravy from 
pan drippings. Let turkey stand 20 
minutes before carving. Carving 
will be easier and slices neater.

Foil-wrapped Reast Turkey 


A modern speed-up for roasting turkey. 
Foil lets you cook at high temperature 
Truss and wrap: Tie drum- 
sticks to tail. Press wings to body so 
tips are flat against sides of breast. 
Use heavy, wide aluminum foil. 
Place turkey, breast up, in center 
of foil. (Foil should be wide enough 
to have 5 to 6 inches extending be- 
yond leg and breast ends of bird; if 
it isn’t, join 2 pieces together with 
drugstore or lock fold, pressing to 
make leakproof joining.) Bring one 


end of foil snugly over top of turkey; 
bring opposite end up, lapping 
over first (overlap should be 2 to 3 
inches). Now fold foil down snugly 
at breast and legs; then press re- 
maining two sides of foil up (foil 
should come up high enough to 
prevent drippings from running in- 
to the pan and burning). 

To roast: Place foil-wrapped 
bird, breast up, in bottom of shal- 
low pan (broiler pan is convenient) 
—do not use rack. Roast at con- 
stant, Aigh temperature. (See chart 
below.)

(If you use a meat 
thermometer, insert it in center of 
inside thigh muscle adjoining cav- 
ity.) Return turkey to oven. Con- 
tinue roasting till turkey is tender 


(test doneness in usual ways—meat 
thermometer should register 190°). 
When turkey’s done, lift from foil 
to warm platter. Use drippings in 
making gravy. 


Giblet Gravy 
All the secrets of perfect’ gravy— 


In covered pan, simmer (don’t 
boil) turkey giblets till tender in 
lightly salted water to cover—add 
few celery leaves and onion slices to 
the water. Heart and gizzard take 
about 2 to 24 hours—be sure they 
are cooked fork tender. Liver takes 
only 30 minutes, so add it last half 
hour. Let giblets cool in broth; re- 
move giblets and chop. After trans- 
ferring cooked turkey to a warm 
platter, leave crusty bits in pan and 
pour the liquid from pan into a 
measuring cup. When fat comes to 
the top, skim it off. Then, for each 
cup gravy, use these proportions: 
Measure 2 tablespoons of fat back 
into roasting pan. Add 2 table- 
spoons flour and blend thorough- 
ly. Cook over low heat till frothy, 
stirring constantly. (For richer fla- 
vor and color, add a little kitchen 
bouquet.) Remove from heat and 
add 1 cup lukewarm liquid (meat 
juices from roasting turkey plus 
giblet broth). Stir smooth, return 
to heat and cook till thick, stirring 
constantly and scraping bottom 
and sides of pan to blend in the 
crusty bits. Add chopped cooked 
giblets. Simmer about 5 minutes. 
Season to taste with salt and pep- 
per. Pour into hot gravy boat.

Your silverware, sterling or 
plate, is one of your most 
practical and beautiful table 
accessories. Here are some 
easy-to-follow suggestions for 
its use and care that will add 
to your pleasure in owning it. 


> The busy life is the best life for 
silver. Use it every day at every 
meal and tarnishing problems be- 
come practically nonexistent. 

> Don’t play favorites. If you have 
more place settings than are need- 
ed daily, rotate them so all your 
flatware gets uniform use. 

> After-meal washing is simple. 
Hot sudsing, hot water rinsing, 
soft dry toweling, and that’s it. 

> Wash your silver as soon as pos- 
sible after using it. 

> Wash silver separately, not with 
the hurly-burly of a sinkful of pots 
and pans and other utensils. 

> Silver fares well in your auto- 
matic dishwasher if you follow the 
instructions given by the appliance 
manufacturer. For instance: don’t 
overload; have water temperature 
140 to 160 degrees (cooler temper- 
atures cause spotting of glassware 
and silver) ; use the proper amount 
of special detergents made for dish- 
washers; don’t use a bleach. 

> Keep a jar of silver polish handy 
for the times when individual pieces 
have been exposed to foods con- 
taining sulfur (a tarnishing agent), 
such as eggs, mustard, and so forth. 
> Even with daily use, you may 
want to give your silver a beauty 
treatment for added _ brightness. 
Two or three times a year should 
be sufficient. 

> Do not try short cuts with alumi- 
num and soda baths or dips. They 
do remove tarnish but they also 
erase the subtle shadows carefully 
developed by oxidation. 

> Never clean silver with a brush. 
It removes oxidation. 

> Treat your holloware just as you 
do your flatware. Use it daily, 
don’t store it It makes a 
lovely accessory in any room, and 
needs only a quick feather dusting 
and an occasional light sudsing- 
rinsing-drying. 

> If you have so much holloware 
that you can’t use all of it all of the 


away. 


time as a decorative accessory, be 
sure to rotate it, too, so it all gets 
the same amount of use. 
» Don’t let silver come in contact 
for any length of time with rubber 
bands, sink mats, or cardboard. 
These contain sulfur.

What instrument 
should your child play? 


By Dr. Howard Mitchell (as told to A. L. Todd) 








Born and trained in the United States, Dr. Mitchell, 
the distinguished conductor of the National Sym- 
phony Orchestra in Washington, D. C., is especial- 
ly aware of the problems American parents en- 
counter in introducing their children to music. 








_—— parents frequently ask 
me what musical instrument their 
Johnny should play, or how Susie 
can be made to practice. These 
people turn to me because the Na- 
tional Symphony Orchestra has a 
broad program of concerts for chil- 
dren. 

I believe the first step toward 
getting a child to play any musical 
instrument is to bring him or her 
into contact with music. Then let 
him play any instrument he wants 
to play. It does not matter whether 
it's the piano, violin, trumpet, 
drum, or whatever. 

Children frequently want to 
change instruments. There’s noth- 
ing wrong with this. In fact, a child 
gains from experience with differ- 
ent instruments. He may want to 
change to another instrument be- 
cause he likes it, or it offers a bet- 
ter chance to play in a group. 

Some people think there should 
be certain qualities in a youngster 
to correspond to certain musical 
instruments. I don’t believe this is 
necessarily true. A noisy extrovert 
might become an excellent drum- 
mer, but he might become a very 
good violin player, too. 

Let me state right here, how- 
ever, that if a child has no special 
desire to start with a particular in- 
strument, the piano is the best one 
on which to begin lessons. A stu- 
dent can learn more about har- 
mony and harmonic structure from 
piano music than from music 
which has but one line of notes. 


I am asked sometimes how much 
a child should be “‘made”’ to prac- 
tice. A half hour a day, regularly, 
is a good minimum, and that’s a lot 
if the child sticks faithfully to it. 
You can break it up into 15 
minutes before school and 15 
minutes in the evening. 

But practicing must never be- 
come a battle between parents and 
child. You can’t force a musical in- 
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strument on a child and still have 
it mean anything. 

If the urge for music is in a child, 
it will come forth no matter what 
you do. You can’t defeat it. But 
serious music study must come 
from a child’s free choice. It was 
mine, and that’s why I enjoyed it. 

If a youngster genuinely does 
not want to continue with an in- 
strument once he has had a good 
taste of it, drop the lessons. 

Take my own five children— 
they all have had some musical 
training, but none of them is going 
to make a career of it. My oldest 
boy, Glenn, tried the cello and for 
a time he did very well with it, but 
then he began to rebel. Now, he 
will drive a hundred miles to hear 
a good concert—he loves music 
that much—but he has dropped 
his instrumental work. 


| often ask me what instru- 
ments are most needed today. For 
symphonic music, good string mu- 
sicians are in greatest demand. The 
orchestra uses more strings than it 
does woodwind, brass, or percus- 
sion instruments. But in jazz 
groups and marching bands, the 
balance is quite the opposite. 

In American schools, our em- 
phasis on marching bands, stress- 
ing spectacle rather than musi- 
cianship, has drawn attention from 
the school orchestras. This is too 
bad, I think. The band has its 
proper place in our schools, but I 
believe the school orchestra should 
be every bit as important. To make 
it so, school music directors should 
try to maintain high standards for 
the orchestra and not admit just 
anyone who can scrape or blow. 

As for jazz music, that is a chan- 
nel for ‘talent all its own. It is one 
where saxophone, trumpet, trom- 
bone, and bass viol players, for ex- 
ample, can really ‘“‘come on.” 

Girls should be encouraged to 
take up any instrument they 


please, just the same as boys. There 
are no special “‘girls’ instruments” 
any more. During the wartime 
manpower shortgge in the early 
1940’s, women musicians were ad- 
mitted for the first time to a num- 
ber of symphony orchestras. That 
opened the door. Now they are ac- 
cepted completely on their merits. 


I suppose the piano offers the be- 
ginner quicker satisfaction with the 
sounds he or she makes than any 
other instrument. That is, in a rea- 
sonably short time, the child and 
his parents will hear from the piano 
sounds that they find pleasant and 
listenable. 

The violin can be more tedious 
in the beginning because of intona- 
tion problems. These are not 
solved until the pupil has worked 
with the instrument for a while. 

Among the woodwinds, children 
progress to pleasant sounds more 
quickly on the clarinet and flute, 
for instance, than they do on the 
oboe or the bassoon, which are 
tricky to handle and have double 
reeds which children generally find 
hard to control. 

Among the brass instruments, 
the trumpet and trombone are eas- 
ier at the start than the French 
horn. 

The percussion instruments? 
Now there is where you really find 
variety, for it is not just a matter of 
beating drums, 


I recall the time, a few summers 
ago, when the National Symphony 
Orchestra was performing Tschai- 
kowsky’s ‘‘1812 Overture” at the 
Watergate, an outdoor amphithe- 
ater by the Potomac River where 
the orchestra plays from a barge. 
Tschaikowsky wrote the overture 
with 16 booming cannon blasts 
right in the music. For our perfor- 
mance we borrowed a battery of 
75-millimeter howitzers from near- 
by Fort Myer, accompanied by 
eight soldiers to pull the lanyards. 

The nervous silence hanging 
over that audience of 10,000 was 
like the dead calm before a hurri- 
cane—the audience was so tense, 
waiting for the cannons. When 
they went off, you should have seen 
those rockets of fire shooting out 
over the Potomac! The barge 
shook, some people cried out, then 
everyone sighed with relief. 

Now that was real percussion for 
you. And those soldiers never took 
a music lesson in their lives!

As THE dinner table, when I was a kid, 
conversation flowed over us young ’uns like 
a mighty, incomprehensible torrent.

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he wore a mustache or a beard. Kids pick 
out the salient detail of a person as a cari- 
caturist seizes on the single to-be-exagger- 
ated feature.

They peopled the table with Latin 
teachers, the cutest boy who was a 
cheer leader, the real keen wonder- 
ful sport who headed up the girls’ 
second basketball team, that ter- 
rible girl on Forster Avenue who 
thought she was so much because 
she had once met May Singhi 
Breen, the Ukulele Lady.

freed himself of his gag and an- 
nounced that things had changed 
since the olden days, when I was a 
boy and George Washington was 
President. 

Indeed they have. My kids bab- 
ble about all manner of things, but 
I must say, if I have to keep quiet 
at the table, I would rather hear 
about neat rockets than Mrs.

What has not changed is the old 
cry of parents to children, “‘You’re 
not listening to a word I say.” 
Well, of course they are not. Nor 
are we listening to them. Nor, in 
awful fact, does anybody very 
much listen to anybody else. 

Most conversations I am privy 
to are in no way an exchange of 
information between two or more 
sentient beings. It is my under- 
standing that when one ant pauses 
on his way in or out of the hill he 
calls home, and taps another ant 
with his antenna, he is saying, 
“There is a drop of honey three 
inches by northwest, and you bet- 
ter go and get some of it because 
my feet are killing me,” or * 
think you might stop by Entrance 
Three in the lower tier. Cornelius 
is having an awful time with those 
new larvae, and you know how 
easily he loses his temper,” or 
“Long time no see, Harve, how 
about coming over to my place for 
a bite of caterpillar and a noggin 
of rain water?” It is my further 
understanding that the other ant 
says, “I’m laying off honey this 
week, thanks. It goes right to my 
thorax,” or, ““Let Cornelius solve 
his own problems,” or “‘Let’s go.” 
And they do. 


Dinis is none, so far as I can tell, 
of this argle bargle: ‘““Great weath- 
er for aphids,” or “‘I understand 
Thatcher is in line for the Decayed 
Banana account,” or “‘They tell me 
the 1960 Polliwog has more chrome 
on its fins than the Monarch Chrys- 
alis.”’ It is, as clearly as I can read 
antennae, a matter of yea and nay 
and right and left and up and down 
information sent out, information 
attended to, information absorbed, 
and the business well in foot. 

But we don’t do that. We per- 
form, in conversation, a sort of 
ritual dance. Number One enters 
from stage left, gains the center of 
the stage, and pirouettes steadily 
in the exact center of the spotlight, 
while Number Two does not 
watch. The minute Number One 
relinquishes the spot, Number Two 
in turn hogs the spot, while Num- 
ber One takes his turn at not 
watching. 

We simply don’t listen. We wait 
until someone else shuts up, so we 
can give the someone else the op- 
portunity not to listen to us. 

Generally, you cannot turn on 
one of your peers and accuse him 
of inattention. But with kids you 
have height, weight, reach, and 
volume, and as usual, they catch 
it. Not that you are in error; they

are not listening to you. Your 
statement is correct. It might be 
useful to attempt to find out why. 

One reason is, of course, that it 
is completely obvious to them that 
you rarely listen to them, and that 
you do not even listen to other 
adults. Children generally obey a 
law which goes, “‘Don’t do as I say, 
do as I do.” 


* 
Se as usual, what irritates us in 
our children is the fact that they 
display our own faults in a trans- 
parent way. Being dissemblers, like 
ourselves, they still do not know 
how to dissemble very well, and 
truly, it is not that they do not 
listen; it is, quite simply, that they 
make it clear that they are not 
listening. 

So, once again, as usual, it is not 
the kids we’re bawling out. It is 
ourselves. It seems, then, that what 
we are to examine is why we do 
not listen. 

I think we do not listen because 
we do not talk about the things 
that really concern us. We are 
frightened of war, of the Biggest 
Firecracker in The Whole World, 
of the appalling lack of moral 
sense, the decline of manners and 
kindness. 

We really do not feel any more 
that we are in control of our des- 
tinies. Perhaps we never were, but, 
it seems to me, we used to act as if 
we were, and I imagine that’s the 
first step to control. 

Never in my lifetime has it ap- 
peared to me more necessary for 
everyone to talk to everyone else, 
and never has it seemed to me that 
we have done so less. 


Kias still talk about the things 
that deeply concern them, and I 
propose that if we have nothing 
better to talk about than oil burn- 
ers and the marriages of strolling 
players, we might as well hold our 
peace and see what falls out of the 
mouths of babes. 

I guess I will never get, man or 
boy, to hold forth at the dinner ta- 
ble. But perhaps the kids will one 
day say, “You got to give the old 
man this: When he had nothing to 
say—and that was a lot of the time 
—he kept his mouth shut.”

Six months ago (May 15) I had the most delightful 
experience of my life. | gave birth under hypnosis. 
No, I was not unconscious. | was aware of everything, 
but I felt no pain, only a little discomfort. The nurse 
even propped me up so I could see better, and I 
watched the baby born all the way, from her head to 
her little toes 

I had gone to the hospital at 8:20 in the morning, 
just when all the neighbors were leaving for work. The 
baby—-a 9-pound 7-ounce girl—arrived at 10:38 a.m. 
I couldn’t believe it when the moment came because, 
under hypnosis, my contractions didn’t seem nearly 
strong enough 

But the doctor said, “Well now, maybe next time 
we'll get it,” and I just kept pushing although I still 
couldn’t believe it, and suddenly there she was, and it 
was all very real and wonderful. 

1 am a housewife in Richfield, a suburb of Minne- 
apolis, Minnesota. | am 32 years old, the same age as 
my husband who is a social worker at the Hennepin 
County Home School for Boys. I worked as a stenog- 
rapher until I married Phil eight years ago. We are 
average people. We go to the House of Prayer Lu- 


theran Church, like to watch television, and when we 
go out my widowed mother comes over from Saint 
Paul to baby-sit. 

But average as | am, people often look at me 
strangely when I tell them about my new experience. 
I tell them that under hypnosis your body seems to be 
a thing apart, that pain—if it is there—is meaningless. 
Best of all, I tell them, is that you can fully enjoy the 
miracle of birth without the fuzziness that comes from 
getting a drug and gas. 

Sometimes they don’t believe me, and I can see 
right away what they are thinking: that hypnosis must 
feel a lot fuzzier than anesthesia, and that I must be a 
little fuzzy in the first place to take a chance on some- 
thing so weird and experimental. 

I can’t blame them. Before I learned about hypno- 
tism from my obstetrician, | also thought that it was 
supernatural, and even dangerous. I thought that 
people in a trance were puppets at the mercy of the 
hypnotist and his magic talents. 

But there is nothing supernatural about it. Hypnosis 
is merely a different state of consciousness, less com- 
mon than sleep or wakefulness and therefore less famil- 
iar. It came as a great surprise to me that being in a 
trance felt natural and comfortable. Most of all, I was 
surprised that it wasn’t something the hypnotist did to 
me, but something I had to learn to do for myself. 

Nor is hypnosis dangerous when medically super- 
vised. Childbirth under hypnosis may ‘not be common 
yet, but more and more doctors are taking the special 
training necessary to handle such deliveries. Not that 
it’s going to replace other methods. My doctor always 
says it’s no panacea; it helps most women, some more 
than others, but not all. It depends on how easily they 
can learn to be hypnotized. 

My obstetrician, Dr. Milton Abramson, has de- 
livered over 200 babies with the aid of hypnosis. He 
uses hypnotism only when the patient asks for it, and 
then only if he believes it will [ Turn to page 153

appreciably help in her particular 
case. That’s because the method is 
very time-consuming and he is a 
busy man with his large practice, 
his clinical appointment at the 
University of Minnesota, and his 
lecturing at Hamline University. 

For instance, he didn’t use it 
with my first two babies. Kathleen, 
now 5 years old, and Timothy, who 
is almost 4, were delivered by nat- 
ural childbirth—‘painless”’ as it’s 
sometimes inaccurately called. | 
didn’t really have a difficult time 
with either Kathy or Timmy, but 
still I needed some anesthesia with 
both. It wasn’t until Darcy—our 
new little girl—was on the way that 
the doctor agreed to let me come to 
hypnosis classes. 

Dr. Abramson holds these classes 
every second Sunday morning. The 
sessions last from 30 minutes to an 
hour, and he doesn’t charge extra 
for them. I went nine times be- 
tween the beginning of January 
and the end of April. Darcy was 
born May 15. 

Before I went, the doctor gave 
me a medical pamphlet explaining 
the method, so I wasn’t really wor- 
ried. But I was afraid I couldn’t do 


it, wanting to do it so badly and

maybe not being able to. When I 
arrived, several pregnant women 
were sitting around a long table. 
Dr. Abramson told us to get com- 
fortable in our chairs and to take 
off our shoes and glasses. 

‘““Fix your eyes on a spot above 
your head,” he said. “I am going to 
count to ten. When I get to ten 
you'll be completely asleep and yet 
you'll be aware of everything that’s 
acing on, 1 me. 5” 

Dr. Abramson’s voice was sooth- 
ing. He is a short, chubby, bald- 
headed man who usually has a pipe 
sticking out from under his sprawl- 
ing mustache. He is very confi- 
dence-inspiring. That’s important 
in hypnosis. You have to have real 
faith in your doctor. 

“Two,” he said, and his voice 
got softer and softer. ‘““Your eyes 
are tired, very tired. They are get- 
ting heavier and heavier. You can’t 
keep them open. .. . Three... . 


Just imagine you are on a feather- 


bed that’s very, very soft. Every 
muscle in your body is relaxed. 
Soon you'll be asleep. . . . ” 

I was trying hard to feel as he 
told me to feel. It wasn’t easy right 
off. I closed my eyes, more to 
please him than anything else 


“Four,” he said. ““You are com- 
pletely relaxed. All your tensions 
are gone. You just drift away. It’s a 
very comfortable feeling. . . . ” 

It was comfortable, all right, sit- 
ting there with my eyes closed, 
listening to his voice droning soft- 
ly, slowly. 

“Five. You are perfectly relaxed. 
Six. Your eyes are closed and you 


just drift off. Seven. So relaxed... . 


Eight. ... Nine. You’re very, very 
comfortable. Ten. You are asleep, 
but you are perfectly conscious of 
everything that’s going on, of 
everything I tell you.” 

I was sort of drifting. It felt more 
restful than anything I’d ever ex- 
perienced. I wished I could always 
relax like this, but I didn’t believe 
yet that I was actually under 
hypnosis. 

**That’s how it'll be,”’ the doctor 
said, “when you are in labor. 
You'll be perfectly conscious and 
able to co-operate. Your contrac- 
tions will continue normally, and 
you'll enjoy the whole thing. Hav- 
ing a baby is no different from 
emptying any other muscular body 
organ. It will be a very natural and 
pleasant experience.” 

He stopped talking. The room 
was strangely silent. My body 
seemed detached and far away. 

Suddenly a loud crash sounded 
right behind me. But I wasn’t 
startled. I only thought it annoy- 
ing to be disturbed like that. Later 
I found out that Dr. Abramson had 
purposely dropped an ash tray to 
test our reactions. I am sure my 


eyelids didn’t even flicker. I was in 
a trance! 

‘Always remember,” Dr. Ab- 
ramson said, “that nobody will be 
able to hypnotize you ever again 
except for medical or dental pur- 
poses.” Then he said, ““You’re go- 
ing to remember everything I tell 
you now, and also you will do the 
things I tell you when I am not 
with you. In the future, whenever 
you want to relax, you'll imagine I 
am counting for you just as I did 
now, and then you'll be able to go 
to sleep without my being there. 
You'll have to learn to do this by 
yourself,” 

I didn’t know it then, but I 
know now, that Dr. Abramson was 
giving us posthypnotic suggestions. 
He was making sure that we could 
never be hypnotized by an ama- 
teur because that may be danger- 
ous. He was implanting the idea 
that we would have our babies 
without pain, in complete and joy- 
ous relaxation. And he was telling 
us that we would have to learn to 
put ourselves in the relaxed state 
without his help. 

This last suggestion was hard to 
follow. It took several weeks before 
I managed to put myself into a 
trance, merely by imagining the 
counting and telling myself to re- 
lax. But finally I could do it, and it 
worked when the baby came. I re- 
member the delivery room nurse 
asking the doctor, “‘Are you hypno- 
tizing her?” and I was lying on my 
side, relaxing before they’d put my

heart trouble. Three years ago. for in- 


lance, a pregnant woman oth a grave 
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cardiac condition and weighing only 70 
pounds, was successfully delivered at 
University of Minnesota Hospitals. 
Chemical anesthesia would have en- 
dangered her life, but fortunately she 
proved to be highly responsive to hypno- 
sis. Her trance was induced by Dr. 
Donald Hastings, head of the universi- 
ty’s psychiatry department 

Of course, hypnotic trances vary in 
intensity, ranging from the lightest, 
“*hypnoidal” state to the “‘plenary” 
condition where metabolism slows down 
so much the subject barely appears alive. 
Most of us are occasionally in the 
hypnoidal state, or even in light trance, 
without knowing it. It happens some- 
times when we daydream or just sort of 
and unfortunately 
when we drive. Authenticated cases of 
the rare, plenary state have been found 
in India where yoga practitioners have 
put themselves into nearly suspended ani- 
mation and allowed themselves to be 
buried alive for several days. In con- 
trast, the hypnosis involved in child- 
birth is relatively light. Dr. Abramson 
says Mrs. Juhl managed to put herself 
into a medium trance state. She tells: 

There wasn’t a moment when | 
even thought of asking for demerol 
or gas. I remember that Dr. Ab- 
ramson had. told us we could ask 


drowse, sometimes 


for it any time we wanted to, but 
I kept on thinking I don’t need it 
now, and before I knew it, it was 
all over. When they wheeied me 
out of the delivery room, the baby 
in my arms, I absent-mindedly 
looked back at the anesthesiologist 

the doctor had her there just in 
case—and thanked her for her 
help. “Why thank me?’ she 
laughed. “I didn’t do anything.” I 
was so proud. 

Actually, the worst time I had 
was before I ever got to the hospi- 
tal. One night I had false labor, 
and it took along time before I could 
get myself to relax. I would imag- 
ine myself counting and kept tell- 
ing myself: relax, relax. In the end 
I did, and I had that wonderful 
floating feeling and fell asleep. Phil 
told me afterwards that he had his 
hand on my abdomen and felt it 
cramp up hard as a rock every few 
minutes, and here I was snoring 

Then, the morning the baby 
came, the contractions started to 
be noticeable at 4 o’clock. I went 
back to sleep. At 6, the contrac- 
tions were much stronger, about 5 
minutes apart and lasting between 
30 seconds and one minute. I told 
Phil maybe he’d better get break- 
fast for the kids 

When everybody was safely in 
the kitchen—I didn’t want the 
kids to see me having contractions 

I got up. I didn’t try to relax 
then. I had to get my suitcase 
packed. By eight, the contractions 
were the ones that mean business 
those cramp pains that come 


around your back and shoot down 
your thighs. Phil sent the kids to 
our nice neighbor, Mrs. Rollie 
Johnson. Then suddenly the worst 
was over. I must have gone into re- 
laxation almost subconsciously. 

Phil told me that when we were 
driving to the hospital, it wasn’t at 
all like other times. There seemed 
to be no need to hurry. “Jackie,” 
he told me afterwards, ““you leaned 
back against the seat and closed 
your eyes. You made no faces and 
your hands just lay in your lap and 
didn’t clench at all.” 

Later, in the labor room, my 
husband sat down beside me and 
rubbed my back. I closed my eyes 
and imagined him counting as if he 
were Dr. Abramson, and soon I 
got that floating feeling again, and 
I knew I had it licked. Once or 
twice in class, Dr. Abramson had 
hypnotized us not to feel anything 
from the waist down. My legs had 
turned numb then, and heavy, 
somehow tingling, and I don’t 
think I could have moved them 
easily. Now, in the labor room, and 
later in the delivery room, I didn’t 
have to remind myself of that feel- 
ing. It came all by itself, and from 
then on everything was easy, 
natural and joyous, just as Dr. 
Abramson had promised. 

As for Dr. Abramson, he was satis- 
fied with his patient. “Mrs. Juhl,” he 
says, ‘happened to be a very good sub- 
ject. That’s fine, but I don’t ever take it 


for granted. I am not interested in 


spectacular results. I am just interested 
in teaching relaxation, and almost 
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everyone can learn that, at least to some 
degree.” 

Some patients, he has found, can do 
it without any training. Others can 
learn hypnotic relaxation in a few ses- 
stons. Yet others can achieve only a bare 
minimum of relaxation after several 
months’ practice. “It all depends on how 
they were brought up,” he says. “‘If it’s 
fixed in their minds that childbirth must 
be painful—a myth propagated by our 
mothers and grandmothers—then there 
isn’t mitch you can do for them. And if 
they resist hypnosis, you can’t do any- 
thing at all.” 

Only recently, one of Dr. Abramson’ s 
patients who had done very well in her 
training sessions suddenly lost her 
power to relax in the delivery room. She 
had to have sedation and anesthesia. “I 
must have had a mental block,”’ she says 
now, “‘and I know the reason. I'd had 
several miscarriages and was terribly 
worrted. But I think [ll try again next 
time.” 

Another recent mother’s experience 
with hypnotism was more typical. “I 
think I did fairly well,” she says. 
“Only at the very last I got tired of it 
and became more and more conscious of 
the pain. The doctor (not Dr. Abram- 
son) could see it, and he gave me gas. 
But J felt even then that I could do it all 
by myself if I really wanted to badly 
enough.” 

Dr. Abramson is 54 years old. He 
was born in Floodwood, Minnesota, 
and studied medicine at the University 
of Minnesota. Later he specialized in 
obstetrics and gynecology. He first be- 
came interested in hypnotic childbirth 12 
years ago when he read an article in the 


American Journal of Obstetrics 
and Gynecology about research in the 
new field by Drs. William S. Kroger 
and Saul T. DeLee of the Chicago 
Medical School. 

He joined forces with Dr. William 
T. Heron, now chairman of the depart- 
ment of psychology at the University of 
Minnesota, to conduct a series of obser- 
vations. In 1950, they announced their 


findings: patients in the control group 


(delivered without hypnosis) averaged 
two hours longer labor than hypnotized 
patients, and required on the average 
about 20 per cent more demerol. 
“There was a story in the paper 
about it,” says Dr. Abramson, ‘‘and I 
lost several patients as a result. They 
thought I was a quack. With a lot of 
people, hypnosis ts still a dirty word.” 
Today, however, regardless of how 
some individuals may feel who have not 
yet caught up with modern medicine, Dr. 
Abramson and other physicians using 
hypnosis have the backing of their pro- 


fession. The British Medical Society 


recognized hypnosis by properly trained 
physicians as a medical tool in 1955, 
and the American Medical Association 


followed suit at its San Francisco con- 


vention last fall (1958). 

Dr. Abramson feels that natural 
childbirth techniques—of the kind ad- 
vocated by England’s late Dr. Grantly 
Dick Read (author of “Childbirth 
Without Fear’) and others—have 
much in common with the hypnotic 
method. “‘Certainly there are all sorts of 
relaxing exercises involved in natural 
childbirth,” he says. “‘ But any technique 
like that is founded on suggestibility, 
and that’s really just another word for 


hypnotizability. The approach is not so 
obvious, but the response is much the 
same.” 

Although the present day medical 
profession only recently gave qualified 
approval to the use of hypnotism, it is 
really nothing new.: Physicians of 
ancient Egypt and Greece used it; so did 
medicine men of many Oriental tribes. 
European doctors tried it for childbirth 
300 years ago. 

But in the 1770’s an Austrian, 
Friedrich Anton Mesmer, took hypno- 
tism, added astrology and something he 
called “‘magnetism,” and mixed them 
all together in “‘Mesmerism.” The re- 
sultant mishmash was so foul, tasting 
nauseously of superstition, magic and 
quackery, that hypnotism fell into 
screntific disrepute. 

It had a hard time climbing back into 
respectability. Today it is valued in 
many phases of medicine, not only in 
childbirth. Psychiatrists find it in- 
creasingly useful. Dentists all over the 
country practice hypnodontics; it is es- 
timated that to date 14,000 dental op- 
erations have been performed under hyp- 
nosis. Surgeons, too, find it a great help. 

“Hypnotism in skilled hands,’ Dr. 
Milton J. Marmer, chief of anesthe- 
stology at Cedars of Lebanon Hospital, 
Los Angeles, told the American Medical 
Association, “‘can be the best way to 
make a patient unafraid before surgery 
and without pain during surgery.” 

Increased acceptance of hypnosis is al- 
so attested by the fact that when the Pan- 
American Medical Association meets in 
Mexico City next May (1960) one 
whole day out of ten will be devoted to 
the subject of clinical hypnosis. 


Of course, hypnosis can cure nothing 
by itself. It is only an aid in surgery 
and dentistry, as it is in childbirth. But 
in the case of Mrs. Juhl, as in those of 
countless women who will fearlessly be- 
come mothers in the future, it is the best 
thing that could ever happen to them. 
Tells Mrs. Juhl: 

They wheeled me and the baby 
out of the delivery room. Then they 
took the baby and put her in the 
nursery and put me in my bed in 
my room. I couldn’t wait to reach 
for the telephone. First I called my 
mother. Then I called Margaret 
(Mrs. Rollie Johnson) to find out 
how the kids were. 

She said, ‘You sound as if you’ve 


just come back from a shopping 


trip.”” And I said, “Yes, and I got 
myself the loveliest baby girl.”

Note that all three prize-winning 
experts investigated, first, the 
national economic trend; second, 
the growth pattern of various in- 
dustries; and third, the prospects 
of individual companies. 

> Clues to a company’s pros- 
pects can come from a number of 
sources: 

Businessmen and dealers are 
often good indicators, as Mr. 
Shea proved. 

Most trade papers reliably 
reflect the financial climate of a 
particular industry. 

Company financial state- 
ments are another source of facts. 
They list earnings and assets, and 
reflect the general state of the 
business. Most companies supply 
free copies of these reports. 

Financial pages of large 
newspapers report earnings, divi- 
dends, and current news from the 
market. 

The larger investment firms 
and brokers, and the trust de- 
partments of most large banks, 
can supply reports on industry 
trends and company prospects. 
They will also, on request, review 
your present investments to see if 
they fit your goals. But even pro- 
fessional advice can be wrong. To 
play safe, get more than one 
opinion. Then examine a stock’s 
possibilities yourself. 


Experts can do your investing 


The easiest way to buy stocks is 
through a mutual fund. You share 
in the profits and losses, but you 
don’t need to make the decisions 
Mutual fund experts determine 
which securities to buy and, later, 
when to sell. You can invest a cer- 
tain amount each month, or, if you 
prefer, one lump sum. The month- 
ly installment system provides dol-

lar averaging, the lump sum pay- 
ment does not. 

There is one decision, however, 
that joiners must make for them- 
selves: Which mutual fund to in- 
vest in? There are over 150, each 
with its determined salesmen, and 
no two have identical objectives. 
They are generally classified as 
“balanced” funds (those holding 
bonds and preferred stocks as well 
as common stocks) ; “‘income”’ funds 
(those concentrating on securities 
with high current yields); and 
“growth” funds (those specializing 
simply in growth stocks). The 
trick is to find the most promising 
of those suited to your goals. For- 
tunately, mutual funds are re- 
quired by law to make public their 
sales investment objective, 
and performance record for the 
past 10 years, so it’s that much 
for investors to make de- 
tailed comparisons and an in- 
formed choice. Economist Leo 
Barnes, emphasizing the impor- 
tance of this choice, points out that 
in a recent 10-year period $1,000 
invested in one mutual fund in- 
creased to $2,470; in another fund, 
to $8,110; in a third, to $13,000.

What does it cost? 

The services offered by mutual 
funds naturally come at a price. In 
most cases, a sales commission of 
about 8 per cent is added to the 
cost of mutual-fund shares (al- 
though some charge a little less, 
and a few make no sales charge at 
all). Management and custodian 
fees mean another three-fourths of 
1 per cent. Therefore, if dividends 
are from 3 to 5 per cent (not count- 
ing capital gains), it will take about 
two years to recover your initial 
sales fee. For this reason, mutual 
funds should not be considered a 
short-range savings, but rather an 
investment to be let alone for some 
years. 

In fact, one of the two ways of 
buying mutual-fund shares—the 
“contractual” plan—should _ be 
avoided entirely if you have any 
plans for withdrawal. As its name 
implies, the contractual plan in- 
volves a signed statement in which 
you agree to invest so much each 
month. If you cancel this contract, 
say at the end of the first year, you 
stand to lose from 35 to 50 per cent 
of your investment. Even after 10 
years, dropping out could cost as 
much as 9 per cent of the money 
you paid in 

The other way of buying mu- 
tual-fund shares—the ‘“‘voluntary”’ 
plan—involves no contract; you 
can discontinue whenever you 
want. Here, an early withdrawal 
would mean no more than a loss of 
your 8 per cent sales fee. 

rhe voluntary plan is obviously 
safer, but the contractual plan is a 
kind of forced savings which might 
appeal to some families. It also 
provides inexpensive life insurance, 
an attractive feature for mature in- 
vestors and those unable to pass the 
physical examination for term life 
insurance. 


Some mutual funds have fur- 
ther advantages. For one thing, 
they permit reinvestment of divi- 
dends without additional charge. 
For another, there’s no extra com- 
mission when you sell. (There is, of 
course, when you trade stocks 
through a regular broker.) 


Selecting your own stocks 
The traditional way of buying 
stock—accumulating some cash, 
studying the market, and making 
your own purchases—involves the 
smallest commissions and the larg- 
est potential profit. But it also re- 
quires the most knowledge and 
poses the greatest risk, since diversi- 
fication is hard—if not impossible 
with limited funds for investing. 
How much in commission fees do 
you save by investing yourself? It 
depends on how much you spend. 
The bigger your purchase, the low- 
er the broker’s percentage. On 
purchases under $100, the rate is 
6 per cent; over $100, it drops, with 
very large purchases involving less 
than 1 per cent commission. Fees 
are naturally lower, then, if you 
make one big purchase rather than 
several small ones. Investing $60 a 
month, for instance, costs $3.60 per 
investment, or $43.20 a year. But 
if you save thatamounteach month, 
then invest it all at once, you'll pay 
only $12.20—an annual savings of 
$31. Of course, money held out for 
later investment isn’t gathering 
dividends or capital gains. 


Mutual funds involve a higher 
commission. So does the Monthly 
Investment Plan, but you can trim 
costs there by investing quarterly 
rather than monthly. A $180 quar- 
terly investment—the equivalent 
of $60 a month—costs $6 each 
quarter, or $24 a year. This fee is 
still higher than for solo investing, 
but many people are willing to pay 
it because M.I.P. has dollar av- 
eraging advantages and makes di- 
versification easier. 

Investment clubs — 

There are already in this country 
nearly 15,000 investment clubs 
formed by business associates or 
neighbors to pool their stock-buy- 
ing resources and share their know]l- 
edge of investing. These clubs lack 
the constant professional supervi- 
sion of large mutual funds, but they 
do have advantages. Acquisition 
costs are lower, for instance, and 
diversification is easier than in solo 
investing. Most important, club 
members learn how to invest. 
Usually, they take turns reporting 
on specific stocks, and their inves- 
tigation teaches them how to in- 
terpret financial reports and use 
data made available by brokers. 

In some clubs, members invest 
as little as $10 a month. Others 
have higher fees. The average club 
owns about eight stocks and invests 
between $100 and $300 a month.

Buy stocks wisely 


clubs work is one in Williston, North 
Dakota, in which 15 families invest 
$100 a month each. The Williston 
Club, which is incorporated for 
tax-saving reasons (clubs can also 
be organized as partnerships or 
joint ventures), meets at least once 
a month. Assigned members re- 
port on industries and stocks, then 
the group votes on what issues to 
buy or sell. Of the 16 stocks the 
club bought in their first eleven 
months, 13 have showed gains. 

Like other investment clubs, the 
Williston group has found brokers’ 
representatives more than willing 
to offer guidance and advice. 


Where to get help 


Of the hundreds of books and 
other publications dealing with 
stocks and investing, these are some 
of the best for basic information: Se- 
curity Analysis, by Graham and 
Dodd; The Intelligent Investor, 
by Benjamin Graham; Invest- 
ments, by Fuller and Dowrie ; How 
to Buy Stocks, by Louis Engel;

Booklets and lists of mutual funds

City. Acquisition costs, goals, and 
past records are included in Buy- 
ing Guide to Mutual Funds and 
Investment Companies, available 
for $3.95 from the American Re- 
search Council, Larchmont, New 
York, and in the Mutual Fund 
Directory, $2, from the Dealers 
Digest Publishing Company, 150 
Broadway, New York City. John 
Straley’s book, What About Mu- 
tual Funds?, is another good 
source. 

More detailed performance rec- 
ords are contained in Investment 
Companies and Chart and Statis- 
tics Book, both available from Ar- 
thur Wiesenberger & Company, 
and in Johnson’s Investment Com- 
pany Charts. These are expensive 
volumes, however, and you may 
prefer to examine them at an in- 
vestment office, where they are 
made accessible. 

Basic facts about investment clubs 
are found in the New York Stock 
Exchange’s Investment Clubs. 
The National Association of In- 
vestment Clubs, 2224 National 
Bank Building, Detroit, also pub- 
lishes a 50-cent booklet, called 
Organization Plans. 

Several periodicals specialize in 
investment analysis. The Wall Street 


Journal, Barron’s, Forbes, the 
Commercial & Financial Chron- 
icle, and the Magazine of Wall 
Street are some of the best known. 
The New York Stock Exchange 
puts out a monthly magazine, The 
Exchange, at $1.50 a year, and 
the very highly regarded Financial 
World ($20 a year subscription) is 
available in most libraries and 
brokers’ offices. 

There are many advisory services, 
some reliable and some not. Among 
standard reports—some of them 
supplied free by brokers to their 
customers—are Standard & Poor’s 
Listed Stock Reports, Moody’s 
Investors Service, Fitch Investors 
Service, and Data Digests. 

The Publications Division of the 
New York Stock Exchange, 11 
Wall Street, New York City; the 
American Stock Exchange, 86 
Trinity Place, New York City; and 
major regional exchanges in Chica- 
go, Philadelphia, Los Angeles, and 
San Francisco all publish booklets 
explaining how the market works, 
how to judge stock values, and how 
to interpret financial statistics. The 
New York Exchange also has lists 
of long-time dividend payers.

Perfect pumpkin pie 


How to tell **when’’ for 
a baked pumpkin pie 


=. 


You test Pumpkin Pie (picture 
and recipe on page 83) same as a 
custard pie. Insert tip of thin-blad- 
ed knife halfway between center 
and edge. (Hold blade straight up 
—go only 4 inch deep.) Filling is 
done if knife comes out clean. 

Another test (avoids the knife 
slit in the pretty top, but takes 
practice) : Jiggle pie gently. If cen- 
ter (saucer-size area) quivers like 
jelly, it’s time to remove pie from 
oven. The filling will continue to 
cook and firm up while cooling. 


Plain Pastry 

11% cups sifted enriched flour 

14 teaspoon salt 

¥6 cup shortening 

4 to 5 tablespoons cold water 
Sift together flour and salt; cut in 
shortening with pastry-blender or 
blending fork till pieces are the 
size of small peas. Sprinkle 1 table- 
spoon of the water over part of mix- 
ture. Gently toss with fork; push to 
one side of bowl. Sprinkle next 
tablespoon water over dry part; 
mix lightly; push to moistened 
part at side. Repeat till all is mois- 
tened. Gather up with fingers; 
form into ball. (For double crust 
pie, divide dough for lower and up- 
per crust. Form each into ball.) 
Flatten ball slightly and roll 4% 
inch thick on lightly floured sur- 
face. (See page 83 for techniques.) 
Makes enough pastry for one 8- or 
9-inch double-crust pie, or one 9- 
or 10-inch pie shell with scalloped 
edge.

Now flatten further by pressing 
with edge of hand, about 3 times 
across—first in the center, then on 
either side. Give dough a quarter 
turn; repeat. (See picture.) Then 
roll to % inch. 


Big-scallop Edge: You need a 
generous amount of pastry for a 
beautiful edge on a pastry shell. 
When lining pie plate with pastry, 
leave 34 inch of pastry hanging 
over rim. Roll it under, rather than 
fold under, so you have a high, nar- 
row edge of dough on rim. Be sure 
pastry edge is even all around. 
With flat part of left thumb, press 
edge between thumb and forefin- 
ger of right hand. Again with left 
thumb, pat along the inner curve 
of the same scallop, making it 
about 1% inches wide. Form an- 
other scallop. Where scallops join, 
pinch to a point. Continue around 
edge. Color pictures on page 83 
show how these large scallops look. 


Pumpkin Chiffon Pie 
Each luscious wedge is high and fluffy, 


each bite is ever so spicy—

Beat egg 
whites till soft peaks form; gradual- 
ly add granulated sugar, beating 
to stiff peaks. Fold pumpkin mix- 
ture thoroughly into egg-white 
meringue. Turn into cooled baked 
crumb crust. Chill till firm. Before 
serving, garnish with fluffs of 
whipped cream and drizzle with 
vanilla caramel sauce or maple 
syrup. 


Graham-cracker Crumb Crust 


Baking the crust gives it a toasty flavor, 
more crispness— 
1% cups (18 crackers) fine 
graham-cracker crumbs 
14 cup sugar 
4 cup melted butter or 
margarine 
Combine cracker crumbs, sugar, 
and butter; mix well. Press firmly 
in unbuttered 9-inch pie plate. 
Bake in moderate oven (375°) 
about 8 minutes or till edge is light- 
ly browned. Cool. Better Homes

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Our basement used to look like every other unim- 
proved one I’ve ever seen.

In 
some areas, you'll find dove, wood- 
cock, and wild turkey in season, 
also deer and small game. 

Shore birds are a common sight 
along the Gulf. And if you call at 
one of the refuges, you’ll see an un- 


usually wide variety. Aransas Pass 
Refuge in Texas is the winter home 
of the whooping crane, which you 
can see from an observation plat- 
form or from a boat for a close-up. 
Huge flocks of wild turkey will 
show up even if the whooping 
cranes don’t. Wild geese can be 
seen around the sunken gardens of 
Avery Island, Louisiana, and in 
the spring, its famous white egrets 
return. Ducks and Canada geese 
are common at St. Marks Refuge 
near Wakulla Springs, Florida. 


Aum the boat trips along the 
coast, the Bayou Queen takes a 
four-hour tour of romantic moss- 
hung bayous surrounding New Or- 
leans; the Captain Doc at Galves- 
ton passes foreign ships in port; 
you'll see shrimp fleets and cotton 
loading; the Pan American Clip- 
per and the Sailfish explore his- 
toric Ship Island off the coast of 
Biloxi; Corpus Christi and others 
provide good sight-seeing trips. 

You’re welcome aboard the re- 
tired Battleship Texas, veteran of 
two wars, moored off the San 
Jacinto battlegrounds, 22 miles 
east of Houston. 

Of course, water sports are part 
of the Gulf’s year-round attraction. 
Swimming continues through win- 
ter in heated pools. Picnicking on 
the beaches or beach-combing, 
watching the ocean-going ships ar- 
rive and leave, meeting the shrimp 
boats and other small vessels, these 
are part of the sport on the Guif 
Coast, too.

Plain dirt 
vardener.

Ner. I. All day long it drizzled 
rain. Not much, but enough to 
make it too nasty to work outdoors. 

“If you only had used the power 
mower mulcher yesterday on those 
leaves that are all over the lawn,” 
said Maggie. “You can’t do it 
now, when they are wet.” 

“If I had mulched those leaves, 
I wouldn’t have got those narcissus 
bulbs planted,” says I. 

Sad as it may seem, I can’t do 
two jobs at once. Then the evenings 
are so short and night comes so 
soon these days. 


Nor. 3. Leaves were dry, so out to 
the front lawn I went with the ro- 
tary mower, equipped with the 
mulcher. Back and forth I trudged 
until the whole front lawn had 
been mowed and mulched. The 
mowing was needed, too. As long 
as the grass grows, keep mowing, I 
say. 

Also, I used the hose to soak the 
roots of the new red oak we had set 
out early last spring. 


Nor. 6. Our guest for tonight is 
Miss Nancy Eileen, age somewhat 
less than three. Donald and Janet 
brought her over to visit Granddad 
and Grandmother. Her arrival 
made a welcome end to late after- 
noon work routine. 


Nerv. 7. Mulched over the space 
where my collection of choice nar- 
cissus grow. I had begun this late 
last month and tonight I finished 
up. Over part, I used shredded 
tree bark, and peat over the rest. 

This keeps the tips from coming 


up too early in spring. Makes the 
space look better, too. Some books 
say to put this mulch on in early 
spring, but don’t you believe it. 
Now is a better time. 

Maggie spent the day trying to 
keep up with Nancy. Tonight Don- 
ald and Janet came for her, with 
the other three grandkiddies. Mag- 
gie had supper cooked for them 
and us—a big pot of chicken and 


noodles. 


Ner. 10. Soil too damp to step on, 
so for exercise, I began clearing up 
the space west of the driveway turn- 


around. I had planted a hedge of 


rugosa roses here years ago. 

I’ve neglected this, of late, in- 
stead of pruning it back each spring 
as I should. Seedlings of elm, wild 
cherry, and honeysuckle have come 
up to make a sort of a jungle. 

With the pruning and lopping 
shears, I penetrated this jungle and 
back to the fence. I found that some 
of those rugosas were still there and 
alive. Some had bloomed this year, 
for there were big red hips on them. 
I didn’t begin to finish by dark. 


Nor. 13. If you want to know why 
I didn’t get my ground ready for 
sweet peas, there are two reasons. 
One is that my back played out. 
The other is that the sun went 
down too soon. 

In these parts, sweet peas can be 
sown in late fall, to come up early 
next spring. Miss Ruth, at the seed 
store, says that most hardy annuals 
can be sown about now, such as 
California and Shirley poppies, cal- 
endula, ragged robin, larkspur, and

others. Well, I cleared debris off 
the space anyhow, tonight. 


Nor. 15. As I went by a nursery- 
garden store, I stopped in and 
found that the fall supply of dor- 
mant rosebushes had arrived. So, 
to keep up my standing in the gar- 
den community, I bought two. 


Nor. 16. One way to be a tiptop 
crackerjack gardener in these parts 
is to do some fall spading. So, to- 
night I started in one bed which is 
all-fired weedy. It had early vege- 
tables in it this past summer. 

This fall spading turns under de- 
bris, to add humus. It kills weeds. 
It turns up grubs so the birds can 
get at ’em. With all this in mind, 
I spaded six rows across the bed. 


Nor. 20. Stopped at the seed 
store today and bought another 
packet of Cuthbertson-type sweet 
pea seed. Home, I planted them in 
two furrows, about 5 inches deep. 
Scattered some superphosphate 
thinly in the bottom and worked 
it in. 

I dropped the seeds 3 or 4 inches 
apart, and covered them with two

inches of soil. I'll fill in the rest as I 
cultivate next spring. 

At this point the sun went down 
behind my compost pile.

Nor. 25. Mebbe it was a sin to 
put so much time on roses this year 
and neglect other things. This was 
hurting my conscience tonight, so 
I labored at getting out divers 
weeds from my new strawberry 
bed. This is a hard job now to get 
out weeds without disturbing the 
roots of the berry plants. It needs 
to be done though, for shortly will 
be time to spread a straw mulch. 


Nor. 30. Hurray for our side. 
David was home this afternoon and 
worried. He has been traveling so 
much, and eating on an expense 
account, that he has put on 15 
pounds 

So to reduce, he went out and 
spaded. When I got out, he was 
going like a house afire. He spaded 
up about twice as much as I’ve 
been doing in an evening.
